Sierra Madre Fire Marshal Bill Kramer shared 
the letter with The News and it follows: 

Dear Sierra Madre Residents, 

t am a 9'/:-year-old boy who also lives in Sierra 
Madre. During the evening hours of July 19th 1 
was visiting my friend, and we stole some matches 
from hiS|dad’s van. We started lighting the matches 
because 1 was not thinking of the danger that could 
happen. Luckily we were caught because we could 
have killed and injured a lot of people. I found that 
out by visiting with the Fire Marshal. 

Now I know never to do it again and 1 will 
help teach other kids not to play with matches. 

Please accept my apology. 


The recent winter rains have created an ex¬ 
ceptionally heavy growth of brush.

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City Council rehashes Cultural 
Heritage ordinance holds over 
until August 11 meeting

The Sierra Madre City Council at Tuesday 
evening’s meeting spent a great portion of the meet¬ 
ing discussing sections of Ordinance No. 1036, the 
Cultural Heritage Commission Organization and 
Preservation Ordinance, and finally decided to hold 
it over until the next meeting. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai said, “It’s becoming 
more confusing than last meeting. I’d like to see 
Section 2443 (f) rewritten and then vote on it.” 

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler cast the only dis¬ 
senting vote because she felt it could be adopted 
“as it is and amend it as necessary.” 

One of the changes that bothered council- 
members was unde-- “Notification to Owner of 
Cultural Landmark” in which the change reads, 
“The City Council shall hold a public hearing on 
the Cultural Commission’s recommendations and 
*if it a«tees . . - wkh the recommendation Of the 
‘Commission shall notify the owner in writing that 
his/her name is on the list (of homes that are po¬ 
tential historic landmarks).” 


In another section, a part which they hope to 
rename No. 2445, they wish to delineate it from the 
other condition of benefit and call it Landmark 
Structure Maintenance, noting that a structure 
which is allowed to deteriorate may be called a 
public nuisance and may require nuisance abate¬ 
ment at the expense of the property owners just 
as other nuisance abatement is carried out on non- 
historic structures within Sierra Madre. 

The ordinance will be brought back at the next 
meeting, Aug. 11, with proposed changes. 

Western Waste Industries, the city’s refuse 
company, received a 7 percent raise which results 
in a 55« per month or $9.45 for single family 
dwelling units per month. This amounts to $4.10 
more for a typical three-yard bin at $64.67. Coun¬ 
cilman Bartolai held out for a 5.4 percent raise

Children’s deaths 
drop since safety 
seats used 

Since the child safety seats law went 
into effect four years ago, the annual 
death rate In the ages of children under 
4 years or 40 pounds has dropped from 
60 to 50, injuries from 4273 to 4212, 
while the number of youngsters increased 
about 10 percent from 2.05 million to 2.27 
million. 

' Statistics concerning use were en- 
couragiirg In some areas but not high 
MUMigb. Of the 50 children killed last. 
year, 40 were not in safety seats. Six others 
were in seats improperly attached. 

Safety seats dropped out of the spot- 
Ught early last year with the advent of 
the seat belt law. 

Safety seats are easy to obtain. Many 
local communities and groups are now 
providing low cost or rental safety seats 
for those who can’t afford the full pur¬ 
chase price. Some hospitals include a 
safety seat when the mother and baby 
go home. A brochure explaining child safety 
seats and the law is available at any 
Califomia Highway Patrol office.

Last week’s column described the means 
by which diabetic retinopathy results in vision 
loss. Basically, two disease processes operate 
that (1) cause blood vessels to leak and cause 
swelling behind the macula and/or deposit 
sight-obscuring clots in the vitreous; and (2) 
sometime precipitate growth of new vessels 
from the front of the retina into the vit¬ 
reous that can lift the retina and/or add 
to the blood seepage problem. 

These are circumstances when the YAG 
laser can work miracles. Using a procedure 
called photocoagulation, tiny beams of light 
“spot weld” leaky blood vessels. Or, the en¬ 
tire periphery of the retina can be sealed 
off with 1500-2000 of these spot welds. If 
new blood vessels have proliferated through¬ 
out the vitreous, then a scattering of broader- 
beam “shots” is taken to eliminate them. 

After the laser treatment, blood vessels 
in the area dry up and wither, blood is ab¬ 
sorbed, and vision remains the same or im¬ 
proves. 

But if there have been repeated hemorr- 
ages, there may be so much residual scar 
tissue that surgery is required. Called pars- 
plana vitrectomy, the vitreous is removed and 
replaced with a clear gel. Also, the scar 
tissue is removed, along with any new (pro¬ 
liferative) blood vessels that remain. Once 
this is done, many patients regain much of 
their original visual function. 

Diabetic retinopathy is not the only source 
of retinal detachment, the subject of next 
week’s column.

It 
enhances our personality and makes us more 
pleasurable to be with. Our wish to please 
is part of what makes us sensitive to others 
and is a vital ingredient in our friendships. 

Some people, however, are overly concerned 
about their acceptability and seek to be liked 
by everyone on all occasions. These unhappy 
individuals fret about every personal encounter, 
be it past, present, or future, for fear of 
disapproval and possible rejection.

Spaying, neutering 
offered by 
‘Have-a-Heaif 


Bargain prices for spay¬ 
ing and neutering, and 
in some cases free spay¬ 
ing and neutering, are still 
available through the 
1987 Have-a-Heart pro¬ 
gram, but not for long.

Humor, by definition, 
can be the expression of 
things that are comical 
or amusing. Personally, 

I did not find “Overheard 
Conversations” amusing 
so to me the article was 
not humorous. 

Also by definition, to 
satirize means to ridicule, 
expose and discredit vice 
or folly. 1 surely hope this 
was not the intent of the 
article in question, be¬ 
cause the Preservation 
Ordinance is neither vice 
nor folly. 


The Ordinance should 
foster the feeling of pride 
already present in the 
community — not en¬ 
gender a feeling of out¬ 
rage. As proved in many 
other cities, the status of 
being declared a Historic 
Landmark has increased 
property values and feel¬ 
ings of pride. And if the 
owner of these important 
properties chooses to co¬ 
operate with the Cultural 
Heritage Commission, 
they may have consulta¬ 
tion services with the com¬ 
mission, be charged no 
permit fees, and build 
with more accommodat¬ 
ing standards and more. 

If an owner wishes to 
remodel, using incongru- 


ent building materials 
and/or design, he may do 
so. He will just pay the 
full permit fees and build 
to current state code, 
often requiring the com¬ 
plete rewiring of older 
homes. 

If an owner wishes to 
demolish a landmark 
structure, the commission 
can hold the permit for 
30 days to discuss with 
the owner other alterna¬ 
tives. This time may be 
extended if the owner is 
willing to help relocate an 
important structure, and 
it is only with proven 
progress toward the goal 
of saving a structure that 
the two 90-day extensions 


can be implemented. 

The ordinance is to be 
used as a vehicle of educa¬ 
tion and pride, not as a 
way for a few to be in 
control over the land- 
owner. 

The issue of nuisance 
abatement, decided only 
in a public hearing before 
the City Council, is to be 
further defined by the 
City Attorney so that it 
will not be misused bv an 
overzealous commission.

The FAIR Plan alsojeminds residents to be alert 
for campers, smokers or open fires set iii local 
mountain and brush districts. 

Low soil moisture caused by less than 35 percent 
of normal rainfall poses a significant wildfire hazard 
for the citizens of Los Angeles County. The most 
immediate threat is to structures located in and ad¬ 
jacent to the drought-stessed chaparral; but in the 
event of a major conflagration, whole communities 
downstream from the steep hillsides would be im¬ 
pacted by tons of mud and debris following any 
significant rain. 

In addition, whole communities are in jeopardy 
because the cultivated biomass (ornamental vegeta¬ 
tion) has taken on the characteristics of the stressed 
native vegetation, i.e., high amounts of dead material. 
Regionally, chaparral in all of Southern Cali-

fornia from Santa Barbara to San Diego is experi 
encing a decline or dieback in broadleaf chaparral. 
Research scientists from the United States Forest 
Service have identified the fungus (Botryosphaeria 
Ribus) contributing to the decline. 

Firefighters and scientists are concerned because 
of the tons of dead fuel added to the already stressed 
chaparral. California Department of Forestry and 
Fire, United States Forest Service, and Los Angeles 
County Fire officials are closely monitoring the 
stess and decline of the chaparral, on a regional 
basis, for impacts related to fire effects, wildlife, 

ecology and economics. 

Chaparral, the natural ground cover of the 
Santa Monica Range, is made up of indigenous 
brush and low trees, such as greasewood, mesquite, 
manzanita, sage, sumac, wild walnut, live oak, and 
buckwheat brush. 

This brush, in order to grow in the semi-and 
summer months, has a high oil content which pro¬ 
vides sustenance for the plants when moisture levels 

are too low for survival. 

As the humidity drops, the chaparral becomes 
more combustible. Under low humidity conditions, 
chaparral is considered the most combustible plant 
growth in North America. Property owners who 
reside in environmental hazard areas are advised to 
clear the brush at least 100 feet away from all 

structures whenever possible.

SDC Development of - 
Newport Beach has begun 1 
construction on its largest 
project to date, a $20 
million industrial park 
located primarily on unin¬ 
corporated land near the 
City of industry. 

The 25-acre master 
planned development, 
known as Fairway In¬ 
dustrial Center, consists 
of 440,000 square feel of 
industrial space and is 
expected to be completed 
by November, according 
to Jim Somers, SDC part¬ 
ner. The project, owned
